emergency Fires in the 
north of Strathcona Coun¬ 
ty and Lamont County 
continued to blaze yester¬ 
day, with a mandatoiy 
evacuation in effect for all 
of Strathcona County 
north of Township Road 
560 and a local state of 
emergency declared. 

Some 80 additional fire¬ 
fighters and command 
support have been secured 
through Alberta 
Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment. The county 
continues to work in co¬ 
operation with emergency 
responders from 
Bruderheim and Lamont 
County. In Strathcona 
County, it is estimated 
more than 3,000 acres are 
involved, primarily forest, 
brush and grass. The grass 
fires, which started earlier 
this week, are picking up 
speed and spreading with 
winds, a source said. 

“The wind and dry 
weather isn’t helping us 
and we’re working 
diligently,” said Vern 
Elliott, a deputy fire chief 
with the Strathcona Coun¬ 
ty fire department.

Two more flu cases revealed in Alberta

An Edmonton girl who 
was admitted to hospital 
with “severe” symptoms 
of influenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu, is re¬ 
covering, said Alberta’s 
top doctor after unveiling 
two more cases in Alberta 
yesterday. 

Dr. Andre Corriveau, Al¬ 
berta’s chief medical officer, 
says the girl did not require 
a respirator, but he 
wouldn’t comment on 
whether or not she was in 
an intensive unit citing pri¬ 
vacy concerns. 


“She was hospitalized 
and it was confirmed that 
she had a case of swine flu,” 
said Corriveau. 

The girl was not living 
with anyone who returned 
to Mexico or the southern 
United States, which is why 
it’s believed the swine flu is 
spreading in Canada, said 
Corriveau. 

Two more cases of swine 
flu were confirmed by med¬ 
ical officials bringing Alber¬ 
ta’s total to 26. Both are 
mild cases and involve 
young people in Calgary 
who are recovering in their 
homes. Corriveau says one 
is a young female who trav¬ 
elled to Mexico, while the 


other is a boy whose par¬ 
ents came back from there. 

Alberta’s government has 
held daily news conferences 
into the outbreak up until 
yesterday. Corriveau says 
the conferences took up 
“way too much” of his time. 

The risk of catching 
swine flu, meanwhile, from 
pork is totally negligible, 
the United Nations Food 
Agency said yesterday, rein¬ 
forcing expert views that 
pigs infected with the strain 
pose very little public 
health danger. 

Joseph Domenech, the 
chief veterinary officer at 
the Food and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO) in 


Rome, said that it made 
sense to wear protective 
clothing and take other pre¬ 
cautions when handling 
live pigs who may not show 
signs of infection. But un¬ 
like the guidance issued to 
prevent exposure to H5N1 
avian flu, he said the new 
flu strain did not present a 
special danger to those liv¬ 
ing on farms or near pigs. 

“This new strain of in¬ 
fluenza virus does not con¬ 
taminate humans easily 
and has a very low patho¬ 
genicity for both humans 
and pigs, unlike the avian 
flu which killed millions of 
poultry,” Domenech said.

“violator” passed his loca¬ 
tion As Lundblad attempt¬ 
ed a U-turn to pursue the 
vehicle. A grain truck 
heading northbound 
slammed into his patrol 
car, said RCMP 
spokesman, Cpl. Wayne 
Oakes. 

Lundblad, who grew up 
in the Valleyview area, was 
pronounced dead on scene 
and the driver of the grain 
truck was not injured, said 
police. 

“He was well-lilced and 
very well-respected by his 
colleagues,” said Oakes 
about the officer, who did 
live with an immediate 
family. “(This) was all in an 
effort to make our 
highways safer... and 
that’s what makes this 
death so absolutely

- Tuesday’s B.C. elec¬ 
tion, and not just to 
see if Premier Gor¬ 
don Campbell can make it a 
three-peat. 

If you’ve ever complained 
your vote doesn’t count, 


you should be watching the 
results because, for the sec¬ 
ond time in four years, B.C. 
voters will be asked to de¬ 
cide if they want to count 
their votes differently: The 
Single Transferable Vote 
(STV) to replace the current 
first-past-the-post system. 

No, it’s not a four-wheel- 
drive vehicle or a sexually 
transmitted disease. It’s a 
citizen assembly’s best idea 
for making each vote count. 

The current system, uni¬ 
versally in place at the 
provincial and federal level, 
is the blunt instrument of 
representation by popula¬ 


tion: The candidate with the 
most votes wins. Eveiybody 
else comes last. This is how 
we get governments who 
can rule for years even if 
they’re elected by less than 
50 per cent of voters. 

STV is supposed to 
change all that. If it passes 
(it fell two per cent short of 
the 60 per cent required last 
time) in 2013, the province 
will have 20 electoral dis¬ 
tricts instead of 85 ridings, 
with two to seven MLAs rep¬ 
resenting those districts in 
Victoria. Instead of marking 
an X on our ballots, we’ll list 
the candidates in order of 


preference. If there aren’t 
enough votes to elect some¬ 
one, then the candidate 
with the fewest number of 
votes will be eliminated, 
and fractions of the votes 
are distributed among the 
remaining candidates, 
based on a complicated for¬ 
mula requiring 12-year-old 
nerds with computers. 
(Well, they don’t have to be 
12, but it helps.) 

There are so many in¬ 
equitable variables, it 
makes you yearn for the 
blunt simplicity of first-past- 
the-post. The size of the dis¬ 
tricts, the populations, the 


number of elected repre¬ 
sentatives, the sun in Virgo 
— everything gets thrown 
in. Not to mention the only 
places STV now operates 
are Malta, Tasmania and Ire¬ 
land, which would all fit 
comfortably into the pro¬ 
posed Northwest region 
electoral district, which is a 
staggering 372,000 square 
kilometres, so it’s complete¬ 
ly untested in a typical 
Canadian context (too few 
people, too much tundra). 

It didn’t make it last time, 
and it doesn’t look likely 
this time, which is too bad 
considering all the work put 


into it. But there are other 
forms of proportional repre¬ 
sentation that look promis¬ 
ing, including mixed-mem¬ 
ber pro-rep, which was cho¬ 
sen in New Zealand by a ma¬ 
jority of voters. 

Democracy is flawed, but 
precious, so let’s keep work¬ 
ing on it. But let’s not forget 
what we’re messing with 
here: Our freedom. And it’s 
not just another word for 
nothing left to lose. At least 
not yet.

Condo crash 
not in cards 
despite glut, 
reports say 

homes While condo unit 
supply is now outpacing 
demand, likely due to 
overbuilding and 
downward pressure on 
prices, the risk of develop¬ 
ing a broad reversal in 
prices is low, Scotiabanlc 
and TD Bank have said in 
separate studies. 

There is concern among 
many homeowners and 
would-be purchasers that 
the market is headed for 
an ’80s-style glut that once 
destroyed equity in condo¬ 
miniums by 40 per cent. 

“More condo 

apartments will come on¬ 
to the market in 2009-10 
than can likely be 
absorbed in the midst of a 
severe recession,” said TD 
economist Pascal Gauthi¬ 
er. 

But both Gauthier and 
Scotiabanlc economist 
Adrienne Warren believe a 
crash similar to that of the 
United States is unlikely. 
They add that the Canadi¬ 
an housing market is hold¬ 
ing up better than expect¬ 
ed, thanks to historically 
low mortgage rates, 
greater affordability and 
increased supply. 

While there is 
consensus that oversupply 
is an issue, this will be 
mitigated by an increasing 
number of pre¬ 
construction project can¬ 
cellations, Warren said. 
And when projects are 
cancelled, a displaced pool 
of buyers is turned back 
into the market.

Rogers to charge 15 cents for messages 


Rogers Communications 
Inc. will begin charging 
wireless subscribers 15 
cents for each incoming 
text message received on 
cellphones despite watch¬ 
ing federal politicians be¬ 
rate its rivals for 
implementing similar 
charges last summer. 

Liz Hamilton, a 
spokesperson for Rogers 
Wireless, said yesterday 
the new charges would 
take effect July 7 for cus¬ 
tomers who don’t sub¬ 
scribe to a text-messaging 
plan. The company’s dis¬ 
count Fido brand is unaf¬ 
fected by the new policy, 
she said. 

Bell Canada Inc. and 
Telus Corp. announced last 
July that they would 
charge 15 cents for each 
incoming text message, a 



move that prompted a 
backlash from consumers 
and some politicians.

M y friend Jeff 
Heathering- 
ton died last 
week at the 
age of 32 af¬ 
ter a more than two-year 
battle with brain cancer. I 
went to college with Jeff, 
worked at TSN with him, 
and after that, lived in a 
frat house with him. There 
are many stories I could 
share about these 
experiences, absolutely 
none of which are 
appropriate for a newspa¬ 
per. Like myself, Jeff wasn’t 
a big name in sports media, 
but for two years he lived a 
dream many of us aspire to 
— the chance to be a real 
sportswriter, which in this 
era of bean-counting can be 
akin to aspiring to be an as¬ 
tronaut. In 2002, he some¬ 
how managed to convince 
the management of TSN’s 
website to send him and 
friend Danny Celia to Flori¬ 
da (all paid) for spring train¬ 
ing. While hopping from 
camp to camp doing stories 
(and going to bars), they 
came across Jose Canseco 
and his last-ditch attempt 
to stick with someone, the 
Montreal Expos. 

Then-Yankee Roger 
Clemens was also quoted in 
this stoiy, and in it he 
heaped praise upon his 
“trainer” at the time (who 
would turn out to be Brian 
McNamee) for shaping him 
and Canseco up. 

We discovered this the 
other day when Dave Car- 
roll, a co-worker from TSN, 
posted some of Jeff’s old 
stories on tsn.ca as a 
tribute. While it’s not 
much of a story now, we 
laughed that he was sitting 
on a major scoop. The fun¬ 
ny part is, he was more 
nervous than anything talk¬ 
ing to Canseco because he 
was a childhood fan of the 
Bash Brothers. 

After losing his job in 
2003, Jeff didn’t complain, 
instead deciding to become 
a personal trainer. He never 
complained about the 
brain tumour he was diag¬ 
nosed with in 2006 either. 
Like he once said to me, he 
could handle the cancer, 
just not all the BS that went 
along with it. 

And along the way, he 
taught me not to do as 
much of one of my 
favourite bad habits — 
complain.

Suzuki Grand Vitara goes for modern looks

Sensing the market was 
changing drastically, Suzu¬ 
ki announced last fall it 
would add a four-cylinder 
model to its popular 
Grand Vitara, downsizing 
one its most popular prod¬ 
ucts at the right time. 

Suzuki is no stranger to 
four-bangers and four- 
wheel-drive beginning al¬ 
most 40 years ago with 
the diminutive 

SJ410/SJ413. From these 
two humble vehicles 
sprang a myriad of off¬ 
spring sold by Suzuki and 
by General Motors. 

And while the Grand Vi¬ 
tara name has been around 
for a while, the current gen¬ 
eration combines welcome 
good looks with a proven 
drive train and proper 
4WD, not all-wheel-drive. 

To the original V6-pow- 
ered Grand Vitara was

added the new 2.4-litre 
with variable valve timing 
that produces 166 hp and 
162 ft/lb of torque and can 
tow up to 3,000 lbs (1,360 
kg). Suzuki claims that is 
double of any of its four- 
cylinder competitors. The 
2.4-litre is fitted with a five- 
speed manual or four- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. 

Tested here is what is ex¬ 
pected to be the most popu¬ 
lar/affordable version, the JX 
four-cylinder with automat¬ 
ic transmission starting at 
$27,995. In the 2.4-litre ver¬ 
sions, Grand Vitara starts 
with the base JA at $25,995 
and goes up to the JLX with 
automatic and leather seat¬ 
ing starting at $29,995. 

The JX as tested has stan¬ 
dard four-wheel vented 
disc brakes, automatic cli¬ 
mate control, cruise, pow¬ 


er windows/doors/loclcs 
and heated outside mir¬ 
rors. Besides six airbags all 
Grand Vitaras come stan¬ 
dard with ABS with elec¬ 
tronic brake force distribu¬ 
tion and Electronic Stabili¬ 
ty Control (ESP). 

The styling of the Grand 
Vitara marks it as one of the 
first Suzukis in a long time 
to look contemporary. Pre¬ 
viously, Suzuki SUVs were 
long on reliability (they still 
are) but they just didn’t 
have the same eye appeal of 
the competitors like Honda 
CRV and Hyundai Tucson. 
That has now been ad¬ 
dressed with the 2009 mod¬ 
el, but I notice it still retains 
its signature full spare with 
cover on the rear, swing- 
open gate. 

The makeover of the inte¬ 
rior stands out. Gone are 
the painfully hard, black

plastics and the placement 
of controls that was almost 
haphazard. Second, there is 
finally more than enough 
front seat travel and, third, 
the rear seat is one of the 
longest cushions I can re¬ 
member. No more numb 
bum back there. 

Grand Vitaras are 
equipped with a four¬ 
mode, dual-range four- 
wheel system with a cen¬ 
tre-locking differential 
that is controlled by a ro¬ 
tary knob on the dash¬ 
board. In 4Hi, the torque is 
split 47/53, front/rear for 
normal driving. In heavier 
going, the differential can 
be locked in 4Hi-Loclc and 
the torque split is 50/50. 

Suzukis have always 
been known for their engi¬ 
neering be it cars, ATVs, 
outboards or motorcycles. 
They built stout and de¬ 
pendable products. 

But now that Suzuki has 
married all that into really 
stylish offers, like the 2009 
Grand Vitara, they look 
like they’re on the 4X4 
road to greater success.

These days, I borrow con¬ 
vertible test cars, and 
they’re all very cool, but 
my strongest and fondest 
drop-top experiences came 
during my twenties, be¬ 
hind the wheel of my well- 
used 1973 MGB.

through volunteering. The 
Friends have volunteers in 
the University Hospital 
and the Stollery Children’s 
Hospital. Eleven-hundred 
volunteers all-told, 750 of 
whom are active. And Wil¬ 
son is in charge of organiz¬ 
ing them all. 

“It’s just a lot of co-ordi¬ 
nating,” she admits. 

Wilson has been at the 
hospital for 25 years. She 
started in a human re¬ 
sources position and

back, because they’re not 
getting paid.” 

Betty-Lynn Zulcewich 
manages volunteer servic¬ 
es at the Misericordia Com¬ 
munity Hospital. Zulcewich 
has about 85 different pro¬ 
gram areas at the Miseri¬ 
cordia alone. Some are in- 
house and work directly 
with patients, and some 
work in the community. 

“Our volunteer numbers 
fluctuate throughout the 
year, but last year we 
recorded 712 volunteers at 
this site alone with over 
84,000 hours,” Zulcewich 
said. “That’s just our site, 
there are other sites too.” 

Zulcewich said her main 
role as a co-ordinator is to 
look after orientation, 
training, placing, schedul¬ 
ing and generally keeping 
an eye on the volunteers.

As if helping save lives in a 
hospital emergency room 
isn't exciting enough of a 
career, try doing the same 
thing in the middle of a 
war zone. 

Kirsten MacFadyen has 
been to Afghanistan once, 
as a civilian. But that expe¬ 
rience was enough to con¬ 
vince her that joining the 
armed forces and becom¬ 
ing a nurse was the right 
career for her. 

“I haven’t been to 
Afghanistan as a nurse, but 
I deployed to Kabul on tour 
as a civilian before I 
joined,” said the 33-year- 
old from Innisfail, Alta. “It 
enabled me to get a good 
feel for what the military 
was about and helped me 
to make an informed deci¬ 
sion about joining.” 

MacFadyen joined the 
armed forces three years 
ago and became a nurse 
two years ago. She said the 
armed forces provides her 
with a variety of opportu¬ 
nities beyond traditional 
nursing roles — and all of 
the additional training 
that she took outside of 


nursing school was provid¬ 
ed by the military. 

“We take a variety of 
military courses, including 
basic officer training, nurs¬ 
ing specific courses, field 
training and second lan¬ 
guage training,” Mac¬ 
Fadyen said. “As a person 
advances in rank and re¬ 
sponsibilities, different 
training opportunities be¬ 
come available.” 

MacFadyen said she be¬ 
came a nurse because she 
likes change. She likes to 
be challenged personally 
and professionally as well 
as mentally and physically. 
The armed forces provided 
her with all of that, but she 
says joining the military 
might not be for everyone. 

“It’s not a job for every¬ 
one. You must be OK with 


a constantly changing en¬ 
vironment, and be adapt¬ 
able and flexible,” she said. 
“You may be away from 
home and family for long 
periods of time, and can be 
living in austere condi¬ 
tions. As an officer, you can 
expect to move every few 
years to locations all over 
Canada. A person needs to 
be OK with all of this in or¬ 
der to have a successful 
and happy career.” 

MacFadyen said the mili¬ 
tary family helps ease the 
burden of being away from 
home. 

“You become part of a 
tight-knit community, and 
share experiences that will 
bond you to your comrades 
for life,” she said. “It’s not a 
career for everyone, but it is 
a career unlike any other.”

Edmonton Oilers captain 
Ethan Moreau believes 
there's more to life than 
going to the rink every 
day, scoring goals, and col¬ 
lecting a paycheque. 

The Oiler veteran says he 
gets a sense of gratification 
in being able to help oth¬ 
ers and make a difference 
in someone’s life. And 
that’s why he and his fami¬ 
ly became the ambassa¬ 
dors of the Stollery Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital Foundation 
back in the fall of 2008. 

“Scoring a goal is great. 
At that moment it’s the 
most important thing and 
I take my job very serious¬ 
ly,” Moreau said. “But rela¬ 
tionships with people, the 
way you make people feel 
and making an impact in 
your community is far 
more important than suc¬ 
cess in professional life.” 

Moreau began his rela¬ 
tionship with the Stollery a 
few seasons ago when he 
was plagued by injuries. 
He visited patients and 
made connections with 
families, which quickly 


evolved into a relationship 
with the foundation. 

Moreau has seen the 
Stollery’s importance first¬ 
hand and he says Edmon¬ 
tonians are fortunate to 
have a facility of this quali¬ 
ty and calibre in their own 
backyard. 

“I think it’s a luxury that 
we have the Stollery right 
in the city, a luxury that 
most people don’t realize,” 
Moreau said. “Most people 
are fortunate that they 
don’t have to be there (in 
the hospital), and those 
that do realize how fortu¬ 
nate they are to not have to 


travel to another centre.” 

Hilary Analca, the com¬ 
munications officer at the 
Stollery Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation, works 
closely with Moreau and 
organizes visits, appear¬ 
ances, head shaves and 
special surprises for some 
of the biggest Oilers fans. 
She says it’s never a prob¬ 
lem convincing Moreau to 
help the foundation. 

“I sometimes take for 
granted how easy it is to 
get him to do something,” 
she said. “He’s always go¬ 
ing above and beyond.”

“The Rush team this year 
was great,” Analca said. 
“For those guys it’s really 
tough because most of 
them don’t even live here, 
they just fly in for the 
games, but they made a 
point of making a visit be¬ 
fore every game.” 

For the children and the 
families they visit, it might 
be a half-hour when they 
can forget why they’re in 
the hospital in the first 
place. For the players, the 
visits mean just as much. 

“It’s great because I’m 
able to bring joy in to their 
day and they’re able to 
bring joy into my day,” 
Moreau said. 

“The kids are fun, they 
make me smile and laugh 
too. It’s therapeutic both 
ways.”

A local health service pro¬ 
gram in Edmonton is look¬ 
ing to draw students to 
work in rural areas, boast¬ 
ing a blend of practical lab 
work and intensive techno¬ 
logical studies. 

The program, Laboratory 
and X-Ray Technology pro¬ 
gram at the Northern Al¬ 
berta Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy, teaches its students to 
serve in rural health care 
centres (15-60 beds) and 
awards the graduate with a 
diploma after a two-year 
course. 

The unique function of 
the program is that both 
laboratory and X-ray cours¬ 
es are introduced and 
taught, including elements 
such as blood testing and 
chemistry. 

“We service the rural 
community and the stu¬ 
dents would be hired in a 
smaller centre,” said Terry 
Schlitter, associate chair 
for the program. “The pro¬ 
gram is wonderful and 
hands-on with what they’ll 
see when they (get) out 
there.” 

Schlitter said that the 
program has a 100 per cent 


hire rate, with health cen¬ 
tres as far away as British 
Columbia and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island coming to look 
for graduates from the pro¬ 
gram. 

“They want our stu¬ 
dents,” she said. “There are 
only two programs (in 
Canada) like ours.” 

One common miscon¬ 
ception, Schlitter said, is 
that people think rural 
health services are behind 
the times when it comes to 
up-to-date medical tech¬ 
niques. In fact, the medical 
facilities are not only mod¬ 
ern but also linked provin- 
cially, Schlitter said. 

“When I go travelling, 
the equipment that you 
would think would be old 
is brand new,” she said. 
“The rural centres have 
state of art equipment ... 
it’s all computerized so the 
whole province is linked.” 

This year the program 
had 39 spots for 130 appli¬ 
cants, but she said the 
number is a bit exaggerat¬ 
ed since students some¬ 
times apply for multiple 
programs, some with over¬ 
lapping aspects. 

According to the NAIT 
website, the next applica¬ 
tion start date for the pro¬ 
gram starts Aug. 31.

As many Canadians hope 
for a sunny May, many 
more lost, abandoned or 
abused animals hope to 
find a loving home. 

This month the Canadian 
Federation of Humane Soci¬ 
eties (CFHS) is teaming up 
with pet food producer 
lams to raise awareness of 
pet adoption across Canada 
with the lams Friends for 
Life campaign. 

Steve Carroll, CEO of 
CFHS, says with more ani¬ 
mals than ever in need of 
adoption, he hopes poten¬ 
tial adopters will recognize 
both the value of compan-

ionship and the responsibil¬ 
ities inherent in adopting a 
pet. 

“Friends for Life means 
that when we commit to 
bringing this loving being 
into our lives and they trust 
us, we have to return that 
trust for life,” Carroll said. 

More than 121 shelters 
across Canada are partici¬ 
pating in the program with 
wallc-a-thons, pet parenting 
clinics and free pet care kits 
given to each new adoptee 
by lams. 

Contrary to the stereotyp¬ 
ical belief that animals at 
shelters tend to be unruly 
or unclean, Carroll says 
shelters are safe zones that 
provide exceptional care for 
loving pets who just need a 
good home. 

“I think there are a lot of 
people who think of the an¬ 
imal shelter in their com¬ 
munity as a place of last re¬ 


sort and that’s just so far 
from the reality these days. 
These are not dumping 
grounds for animals — they 
are valuable community as¬ 
sets,” he said. 


Carroll says 48 per cent of 
animal shelters report May 
as the busiest month of the 
year for new animal ar¬ 
rivals, making this month a 
crucial time for raising 


awareness about adoption. 

For people thinking of 
bringing a furry little critter 
into their lives, Carroll 
hopes more people will con¬ 
sider adopting from a shel¬ 
ter because of the better an¬ 
imal care — and better 
price — a shelter offers. 

Unlike at most pet stores 
or with a breeder, animals 
adopted from a shelter are 
already vaccinated, checked 
by a vet, spayed or 
neutered, temperament 
tested and even micro- 
chipped for identification 
purposes should they get 
lost in the future. 

Given that the total costs 
for such services as well as 
the price of the animal can 
frequently run up to $1,000 
at a retail outlet, the $350- 
$450 dollars a shelter 
charges for a similar, fully 
treated animal lets would- 
be owners get a well-loved

animal for a fraction of the 
cost. 

“A loving animal in your 
life is a great way to stay 
connected to your heart.

Today Canada, tomorrow 
the world pretty much 
sums up The New Cities* 
ethos. 

The six dance-rockers 
from Montreal certainly 
have the backing to make a 
decent go of it. Their recent¬ 
ly released disc Lost In City 
Lights is one of the latest in 
a tsunami of dance-roclc 
acts currently out there — 
keyboards and guitars form 
the one-two punch over the 
dancehall rhythms. 

But this group in particu¬ 
lar attracted some credible 
help such as producer Greig 
Nori (Treble Charger, Sum 
41) and Dave Ogilvie (David 
Bowie, Nine Inch Nails), 


who both added a big-label 
polish to a sound that belies 
the grit and elbow grease of 
their first independent EP. 

“At first we had a hard 
time trying to find the 
right balance between 
both because guitars and 
synths aren’t easy to mix 
together,” says keyboardist 
Nicolas Denis, adding Lost 
In City Lights had been in 
production since 2006. 
“The EP we released was a 
lot more indie — kind of 
like a first draft of what we 
wanted to do with the 
band. They (Nori and 
Ogilvie) brought this pop 


sensibility that we didn’t 
have.” 

It’s an ambitious agenda 
for the young sextet com¬ 
pared to their humble be¬ 
ginnings some three years 
ago, playing to Trois-Riv- 
ieres high-schoolers as 
four-man slca-punlc outfit 
the Gamblers. The band 
was a kind of prototype for 
the future electro-pop ve¬ 
hicle. Exit the Specials, en¬ 
ter the Faint and Death 
From Above 1979 as sonic 
svengalis.

Chicken and

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (25 ml) butter 
3 1/4 cups (800 ml) button 
mushrooms, halved 

1 1/4 cups (300 ml) cream 
cheese 

2/3 cup (150 ml) 1% milk 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) hot English 
or Dijon mustard 
3 1/3 cups (825 ml) diced 
cooked chicken 

2 tbsp (25 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 sheet pre-made puff 
pastry 

METHOD: 

1. Put baking tray in oven 
and preheat to 400 F (200 
C). 

2. Melt butter in large fry¬ 
ing pan over moderately 
low heat. Add mushrooms 
and gently cook, stirring 
occasionally until tender, 
4-5 minutes. 

3. Put cream cheese in 
large bowl and lightly beat 
until softened. 

4. Reserve 1 1/2 tbsp (20 
ml) milk; pour rest into 
bowl with cream cheese 
along with mustard. Stir 
into thick sauce. 

5. Add chicken, chives and 
mushrooms with juices to 
creamy sauce. Season to 
taste with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper, then 
spoon mixture into 4-cup 
pie dish. Place pie funnel 
or upturned ovenproof 


china egg cup, in middle 
of filling to support pastry 
lid. 

6. Roll out pastry on light¬ 
ly floured surface until 
about 2 in. (5 cm) larger all 
round than pie dish. Cut 
off 11/4-in. (3-cm) strip 
around the edge of pastry 
sheet, then press this strip 
onto rim of pie dish. Light¬ 
ly brush with water, then 
lay pastry lid on top, press¬ 
ing edges together to seal. 

7. Trim excess pastry, 
pinch to seal, then flake 
the edges: Hold sharp 
knife horizontally to side 
of pastry edge and make 
shallow cuts all around. 
Re-roll pastry trimmings 
and cut out leaf shapes to 
decorate and stick onto 
the pastry lid with a little 
reserved milk. Glaze all 
over with remaining milk 
and cut two slits in top for 
steam. 

8. Place pie dish on hot 
baking tray and bake 25- 
30 minutes, or until pastry 
is nicely puffed and gold¬ 
en brown. Let stand 5 min¬ 
utes before serving, sprin¬ 
kled with pepper.
